Los Angeles, Sept. 5. 


The temperature fell’ short of the 100-degree 
mark here today for the first time in six blistering 
days, but the 99-degree reading brought little relief 
as the Coroner’s Office reported that it was so 
swamped recording deaths caused directly or in- 
directly ‘by the heat that it did not have time to 


tally them.

However, spokesmen said that overall there 
had been 269 deaths since the worst. heat wave in 
Southern California history started last Wednes- 


day, compared to 113 for 


the same period last-year. 


They said the heat undoubtedly contributed to 
many of the “natural” deaths, 


The Coroner's office has been 
operating on an “emergency” 
basis for several’ days, The 
weatherman cautiously predicted 
slightly cooler ,temperaturts, 
but said jt was doubtful If there 
would be any immediate big 
break in the hot spell.
